Coinin~inications Commission ("I'CC" or "Commission") with furrher clarifying 
inlhririation regarding lhc Cr I'iir.ie coi~espondeiice dated February 24. 2003 tiled by  
l h e  Ezmcrgency Scrvices [nlerconncction Forum (ESIF) iii the matter referenced 
aboTc (thc "l.cller"). Specitically. the ESIF i s  prowding the clarification below in 
t l ic contcxl of the sccond to [he last pal-agraph of the  Ixllcr regarding the 
impl~.mentation o f t l i e  ISIF  rccminicnded techmcal solution, J-STD-036. Annex C:.' 

The ESlF \vould  like to sensitize the Commission 10 the fact that the 
implemenialioii o f the Annex C solution, while dctermincd l o  be the best available 
technical solution to the non-scr\.ice-initialired handset prohlcm, i s  mnrc complex 
and far reaching than the implementation of  the Commission's proposed sequential 
tiunibcr code. Accordingly. the t S l F  encourages the C:ornmtssion to address the 
1niplemmtatIon aspccl rurthcr thrntigh the appropriate processes with the affected 
piihlic uafety cnlities and service providers before establishing mandated compliance 
with Annex C. The I!Slt - -  puhlic bafety interest 
mrlnufaclurers al ikc - -  imderstaiids tlic importance o f a  timely solution to the non- 
service-initialired phone problem and, for that reason, stands ready to address the 
iinplcinentarion of the Annrx C solution iii an expeditious manner. The ESIF has 
encouraged its iiiembcrs to contact the Commission with information relevant to the 
implementation isstie. And. to tlic cxtent possible given the nature ofthe ESIF as an 
industry lechnical body, the HSIF itsclr wtll  prowdc the Cotnmisslon with 
111 formation.
